Pennsylvania growers produced 379 million pounds of
Agaricus mushrooms during the 1997-98 season. The
Agaricus crop was valued at 280 million dollars, an

increase of 8 percent from the previous season.

Pennsylvania accounted for 47 percent of U.S.
production of Agaricus mushrooms, the conventional
button variety responsible for most of the nation's sales.
The state's growers supplied 41 percent of the nation's
fresh market sales and 65 percent of the mushrooms
used in processing. This compares with last season's
sales of 37 and 69 percent, respectively.

Fresh market sales accounted for 256.9 million pounds,
up 20 percent from 1996-97; while processing sales, at
122.4 million pounds, were 21 percent lower.

During the 1997-98 season, Pennsylvania growers
